KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 21.—Dr. 8. L. 
Foote of Argentine, who p'anned to sai] to 
the Klondike in an airship to be launched 
in Argentine, und v.ho wa- known among 
medical men as the “human steam engine,’ 
was found dead in his oftice, No. 3 Spear 
etreet, Argentine, late Tuesday afternoon. 
it is not known whether he committed tui- 
cide or accideiitaily took »ison when iil. 
He was 74 years old and lived alone, 

The doctor's body was found in the cen- 
ter of the room on a quilt, dressed in his 
long black coat, his high stove-pipe hat be- 
side him, face downward, the body cold in 
death. His left arm was crossed under hig 
head and his lifeless hand clasped a note 
@ddressed to GW. Toothaker. 

The note stated that, feeling ill, he had 
taken morphine, and feared he had taken 
the wrong medicine and was dying. 


“I feel all right at the present time,” 
Gays the note, ‘‘but know that the poison 
is doing its work. I burn, but feel a sort 
of soothing sensation flow over me anda 
desire to go to sieep. I am gure I have not 
much longer to live. It is now after 3 
o'clock and I feel I am dying. My head 1s 
clear and my brain works perfectly. But

“It is true that I havé been in communl- 
cation with Mr. Gates in regard to a pro- 
posed flying machine, but as to the promo- 
tion of a company I can say nothing.

Experiments Began 
Long Ago, He Says. 

“How long is it since 
experiments, doctor?” 
asked. 

“It is so long that I cannot tel myself. 
I firmly believe, however, with Sir Hiram 
Maxim and Lord Rayieigh of England, 
that a practical flying machine is simply 
a question of time and money. Sir Hiram 
Maxim, the inventor of the Maxim gun, 
has offered $250,000 cash for a machine that 
will operate without gas and be able to 
make fair headway against the wind. He 
wants it for military purposes, and will be 
more than willing to pay the sum named If 
any one will bring him a machine suf- 
ficiently fast to be employed for recon- 
noitering an enemy’s position.

STEP WITH TRUSTS 


Cost of Living Greater Now 
Than in Past 40 Years. 


WAGE WORKERS BETTER PAID 


BUT INCOME DOES NOT KEEP 
PACE WITH MARKETS. 


Government Figures Indicate Advance 
of Ten to Fifteen Per Cent in Price 
Paid for Labor, and of Twenty 
to Thirty-Three Per Cent in 
the Cost of Living. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.—Not in # years 
has the cost of living been as high as now. 
Trust growth and high prices seem to go 
together. 

Both the department of labor and the 
treasury bureau of statistics have under 
way an inquiry into the relation between 


wages and the cost of living. Enough fig- 
ures have been collected to warrant the 
statement that prices of nearly all com- 
| modities are higher now than they have 
been at any previous time since the civil 
war, when there was such an inflation as 
is not likely ever to be seen again. 

Both investigating agents will also assert 
and produce figuges to sustain the conten- 
tion that wages are also higher than at 
any other time since the sangulnary con- 
flict between the North and the South. 

The increase in wages since 1899, when 
the present era of excessively high prices 
began, it is estimated will be found to 
from 10 to 15 per cent, but in the same 
period it will be found that the prices on 
all the staple articles that a man must buy 
for his family have increased in price from 
20 to 33 per cent. 

The increase in the peceee of articles 
needed by a man’s family is after ali the 
true test of prosperity. That is why the 
assertion can be made so unreservedly that 
‘times are really no better now, when it is 
|said that there is work for every man who 
'wants it, than there were seven years ago, 
'when it was the fashion to say that there 
|were hundreds of thousands of members 
)in the great army of the unemployed w.ll- 
‘ing to take what they could get for their 
| labor. 
| The reports to be issued by those bureaus, 
|when they get their data collated, will de- 
‘clare that wages did not go as low in pro- 
i 


vomtion as commodities d in that year. 

-rices of commodities went down while 
wages went more like the movements of a 
'snail. The recovery of prices, those re- 
ports wil declare, has been rapid, es- 
pecially in the last three years; 80 rap.d, 
in fact, that in this year of grace they will 
probably establish a new high mark. 

In the meantime wages, always slower 
moving, have been going upward with only 
/moderate speed. Although the government 
‘statisticians declare there will be a show- 
ing of an increase of from 10 to 15 per 
cent in the last three years, the figures ob- 
tained from various sources other than 
the reports sent to the government figure- 
makers, often by employers anxious to 
make a good showing. fail to prove that 
there has been even as great an increase 
of wages during the whole period under 
consideration—namely, that from 1896 to the 
present time.

But it is no 
secret that since the Meat’ Trust began 
squeezing the public the supply of muscle- 
producing articles that have been a fa- 
miliar form of diet with American work- 
ingmen from the foundation of the repub- 
lic down to the last few months has almost 
disappeared from the list of things that 
the average workingman can afford. 
If he has had much beef during the last 
four moaths it has been of the poorer cuts. 
Even the well-to-do have been compelled 
to eliminate beef from the list of things 
that might be had as a regular part of the 
daily food supply. It has disappeared from 
all tables except those to whom the price 
is no matter. 
Figures showing the great advance in the 
price of articles of domestic use are avail- 
able only up to the end of 1901. They can 
be compared with those of 1896, so that 
much instruction may be had by- those who 
have been told that the workingman never 
had better times than he is enjoying now. 
The figures that are to be given are rela- 
tive wholesale prices in the New York mar- 
ket. The figures are all in percentages, so 
that the increase may be seen at a glance.

THE GERMAN SOLDIER’S IDEAL 


HEADED A REVOLUTION AT THE 
AGE OF TWENTY-FOUR. 


The General Fought in Many of the 
Great Battles Against Lee on the 
Potomac and Led the Famous 
Eleventh Army Corps.

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Dr. Franz Siege! 
died at his home in this city today of old 
age.

It isa record of his own experiences dur- 
ing fifty years of an unusually eventful life, 
yet it might better. perhaps, have been 
called “Memoirs of Two Wars.” for it deals 
almost wholly with the German revolu- 
tion of 1849 in Europe and the war for the 
Union in America. Teh general wrote ing- 
lish and German with equal facility, and 
the first part of his serial, dealing with the 
days of ‘49, was in German, for the special 
accommodation of subscribers who de not 
read English. The second part, dealing 
with the Civil War. is in English, for tnose 
who do not read German. 

Sigel began the trade of war when only 
22 years old in the German revolution of 
48, and he was a major-general in the 
army of the people before he was 24. Prob- 
ably no younger man ever served as a gen- 
eral officer in any war, and while the rev- 
Olution was not Successful in overthrow- 
ing the government, it has never been held 
that this was due to lack of bravery or de- 
termination on the part of those who di- 
rected the military campaign. 

Sigel was placed in command of a part 
of the revolutionary troops at the beginning 
of the war, and the revolutionists congrat- 
uiated themselves that he was with them, 
for, despite his youth, he had the training 
of a graduate of the military school at 
Carlsruhe, and he had served in the regu- 
lar army. He was not a member of the 
+ ome rtd that time, however. having re- 

ned his commission after fighting a duel 
in which the other man was Killed. 

T had 5000 men under me.” he said the 
other day; ‘when I was hardly more than 
a boy. A yeur Jater I was put over an 
ermy corps of 34,000 men, being then com- 
mander-in-chief. and we fought as well as'/! 
we knew now. But. 9s all the wor'd knows, 
if was a hopeless contest from the start, ior

We are glad we are not a baseball mag:

over, we wish to preserve such rags of ee 


reputation as remain to us. 

An anxious correspondent asks us how it 
fs that a good horse can run six furlongs 
in 1:14%, in front of a good field, on one 
occasion, and two days later run behind 
a field of dogs for the same distance in 
1:15%, the track being good in both cases. 
Our esteemed correspondent cites an in- 
f&tance and several parallel ones, which 
occurred at a local track. 

Our correspondent has neglected his ed- 
ucation. 

We are informed there are several con- 
siderations which tend to bring about 
marked reversals of form. The horse is: 
delicate and sensitive organism. When he 
is let alone and given a reasonable amount 
of work he can occasionally win money 
for you. He has been known to do it for 
us, on rare occasions. 

Quite accidentally, however, he may be 
inced in front of a trough of cold water, 
ust before a race. He is not discovered 
until the trough is empty. After which, 
not being able to fill the dual role of res- 
ervoir and racing machine, he probably 
runs around a few minutes after the oth- 
ér horses have finished. 

On such occasions, quite by coincidence, 
the horse was, in all likelihood, about even 
money in the betting. It is a noticeable 
fact that horses have a disinclination to 
tun fast when the odds are short. There 
is too much responsibility, and money to 
carry the. weight handicaps. 

The next day something tells our horse 
that he is abotit 10 to 1 in the betting. 
This time, to prevent the disaster of the 
preceding day, he is carefully kept from 
the water trough or the feed in. He 
then spreadeaglies his field. It is perfect- 
‘y natural—there is nothing occult about it. 

On other occasions we have known our 
horse to suffer from too strong a jockey. 
lt is remarkably hard to do your best, 
from the horse's” standpoint, when 100 
pounds of muscle is ipaewng on the bit. 
And when the poor horse {s up against a 
combination of a strong jockey and the 
water trough, it is a good time tv remain 
away from the track. 

We have never yet been able to read tne 
mind of a horse and jockey to discover 
when the proper moment to be has arriv- 
ed. rreoe our correspondent meets the 
eame difficulty. 

We suggest that he remain away from the 
track—it ig the only safe method we have 
discovered of Breaking even with the game. 

We hope that the result of the gentle- 
men’s riding will not be held against the 
horse. It might affect the handicapping. 
The last race of the kind we remember 
witnessing was at the Fair Grounds, on 
which occasion the favorite insisted that 
the first place should be last, while the 
winner brought home her jockey tangled 
= in her mane, It is hoped the race will 
not be permitted until the track has been 
well padded to avoid accidents.

KANSAS WILL HARVEST 400 
BUSHELS T OTHE ACRE. 


WORTH $1.25 PER BUSHEL 


Raising These Vegetables Is a Profita- 
ble Industry, but It Requires 
Considerable Capital. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

LAWRENCE, Kan., Aug. 21.—Forty acres 
of onions, yielding an average of 400 bushels 
to the acre, and bringing an average price 
of $1.25, indicates the scale on which the 
crop is raised in the neighborhood of Law- 


rence. 

Onions are raised to this extent for the 
Kansas seed house of Barteldes & Co. The 
industry has grown from trial patches of 
H few acres until the 40-acre field is now 
regarded with as little anxiety as were the 
smaller areas when the cultivation of the 
crop was first commenced. 

The work of handling a 40-acre field of 
onions, is, however, no small task, for it 
means the direction of a small army of 
boys and girls from the {time the seed 1s 
sowed until the onions are hauled to mar- 
ket.

On the Barteldes farm the red, yellow 
and white onion are all raised and with 
equal success. The same land is used over 
and over again for the crop without any 
apparent exhaustion, and the sandy loam 
of the Kaw bottoms near Lawrence seems 
especially adapted to the crop. While 400 
bushels to the acre is an average yield 
from a successful crop, the harvesting ‘of 
600 bushels from one acre has been record- 
ed, and while this is a remarkable produc- 
tion it is getting to be more and more 
frequent as the raisers become more famil- 
iar with the raising of the crop. 

For each acre is required about 80 pounds 
of seed, and the seed costs $1 a bushel, so 
that the price of seed and amomnt to be 
pa for labor, as well as the nécessity of 
holding the crop for several months in order 
that it may be thoroughly cured, all ths 
combin to shat out the man with limited 
capital, and place the industry on the basis 
of one making necessary a comparatively 
heavy investment. 

The crop ts a tolerably sure one, as there 
never has been a failure in the dozen or 
more years that onions have been raised 
on a large scale here. The success that has 
attended the work here for the last few 
years has caused other growers to put in 
‘‘natches” of onions, and no doubt in time 
the smaller areas will acquire the dignity 
of fields.
